Mrs. Williams made this an- 
nouncement based on stan- 
darized achievement tests 
results of students at Garfield 
and Fair: Avenue™Elementary 
schools. 


According to the stan- 
dardized achievement-tests, 
Garfield had 5-1/2. percent of 
its students above the 
national norm in 1970. A year 
later, 21 percent of the fourth 
graders were above the norm. 

At the same time, while 19 
percent of the fourth graders 
were two years below the 
norm in 1970, the percentage 
was down to nine in 1971. 


In addition to the progress 
shown at Garfield, the same 
testing indicated significant 
increase in mathematics and 
reading achievement among 
fourth graders at Fair Avenue 
Elementary, according to 
Mes. Williams.

BDC audience, Dellums poin- 
ted out-that 35,000 returning 
Vietnam veterans are heroin 
addicts and the government 
is doing very little -about it. 
Drug addiction, he said, has 
reached epidemic propor- 
tions in the armed services.

“Young people, young men 
in this country have found it 
easier to face a world of 
violence, death and destruc- 
tion high than deal with the 
insanity of this country 
building a monument to mad- 
ness and war,” Dellums said. 

He pointed out that the 
problem_of drug addiction in 
this country is no longer con- 
fined to the ghettoes and 
barrios. It’s a brown problem, 
yellow problem, — white 
4problem, red prdéblem, it's in 
the suburban areas as well as 
the urban areas.” he said. 

Dellums ‘said that he is 
“vehemently and adaman- 
thy” opposed to - the 
methadone treatment of drug 
addicts.

mugging us.-We don't give a 


damn about the crippling ang 
psycholical factors of drug 
addiction.” 

The California congress- 
man said that he “personally 
applauds” the efforts of BDC 
in their struggle to control 
the delivery of drug treatment 
in Franklin County. 

Focusing attention on 
prevention he suggested two 
ways that governmental in- 
fluence could be used in this 
area. 

“We should use the foreign 
aid bill as an instrument to 
stop our enemies,” he sug- 
gested. “All. congressmén

Another method of preven- 
tion, he said; would involve 
the FBI. “FBI agents are more 
concerned with looking 
through the keyhole and 
documenting the sex lives of 
black people than stopping 
organized crime.’ he said. 
Dellums' advocates dealing 
with the “Godfathers” in this 
country, rather than black 
athletes. activists and 6n- 
tertainers who have merely 


exercised their. civil human 
rights. 
“The issues in this 
country aren't sexism, 
militarism and racism,”’ he 
said. ‘The real issue is 
human injustice, the human 
injustice of one individual 
against another.” 
“He said that ‘we live in an 
open and free society that 
isn't open and free and a 
democracy that’isn’'t ruled by 
the majority.

She empha- 
sized this in particular by 
stating that we are now 
facing such awful problems 
that it is impossible to find 
solutions if people are not 
willing to involve themselves. 

“It seems strange to me,” 
she said, ‘‘that Blacks have 
become conservatiives. 
None of us know where we're 
going or where we'll be 
tomorrow, for our lives are 
not that ordered.” : 

Admitting that she did not 
have all the answers, Miss 
Giovanni felt that one answer 
was to become involved with 
our young people. _ “When. 
kids say théy. don't néed 
anyone, it means they really 
do."she said “If we can all 
come together and rap, then 
they know that no one is 
going to laugh at them” 


lf our youths are wrong 
“she cautioned, bear with 
them. They are looking for an 
authority figure, “she™ said. 
“Someone who is strong.” 
Miss. Giovanni’ denied that 
money was the sole answer 
in dealing with our children, 
especially the ghetfo-youths. 
“These children need more 
than a check,’ she said 
“They need for you to em- 
brace them, to share yourself 
with. them. Make them see 
that ungracious people will 
never come into power.” 
Blacks should become 
more involved with their own 
children, Miss Giovanni con- 
tinued, by saying. “We must 
make. our. children,Miss 
Giovanni continued by make 
our children reflect the capa- 
bilities which we have.

by today’s social workers. 

Stovall thinks that social workers, students of social work 
and humankind, in general, should pay more attention to the 
message of Jane Adams, whose ideas she considers. “more 
contemporary than anyone we hear about today.”’ 


"te Save US all some time, | asked her what we would find if 
we took the time to read or reread Jane Adams and, without 
saying, “I'm glad you asked that question,” she replied: 

“Jane Adams said that life is a struggle and that we all 
must struggle..She.said that there can be no change without 
sacrifice and- that -we-must—all__be willing to give._up 
something. She said that there can be no difference between 
your professional life and your personal life. Jane Adams 
said, ‘| will take on City Hall.” 

And, yes, Barbara Stovall thinks she is ready to take on city 
hall-whatever or wherever it is. 

About this thing called “institutional change” that social 


« work folk talk about all-the time? What does it really mean? 


does it really mean? 

“Well, to me it means an alternative to what is,” she ex- 
plained. “And what is, is essentially the kind of system where 
too many people in this country dont have what they need. 
And a change would be to the kind of system where people 
have what they need. J's speaking specifically of material 
things, but, of course, we need more than just material 
things.”

“| think | would not be willing to give up some basic 
honesty...some sense of integrity.” she said. 

Let's look at it this way. Barbara Stovall has been in 
Columbus for15 years and what kind of institutional change 
has she seen? . j 

“None,” she sighed. 

And when does she expect to see institutional change in 
the All American City? 

“I'm not sure | expect to see any in my lifetime, but that 
can't stop me from trying,” she said as “Scooter” Stovall, the 
family Calico, walked up to the picnic table where we were 


SS Ssittingzand then tumed and. walked awayto join “Koska,'' the 


other Stovall cat. 

The institutional change needed in this country is the kind 
of change that will. benefit the residents of the South Side 
Settlement House target area. The problems “in our neigh- 
\borhood are same problems all over the city, all over the 
country and they all come down to a basic inequitable 
distribution of wealth.” 

That's all just a totally, unbelievable inequitable 
distribution of wealth. | figure that's probably the American 
way. 

| doubt very seriously if South Side Settlement House can 
do anything to bring about an equitable distribution of 
wealth, We're just one small part.of a system .. a vast 
system,” she said. “We cant do it by ourselves. It would be 
an illusion if we thought we had a corner on the solutions to 
end poverty.” 

The settlement house is-struggling to bring about change 
by allowing for participation of the poor in decisions which 
affect their lives, she said. 

When | challenged her “citizen participation " as being a 
myth of social workers and urbanologists, she snapped back 
and said, “but not at South Side Settlement *House.” 

Citizen participation has been a reality there, she ex- 
plained, long before it became fashionable and a 
requirement for federal funding. 

It's not easy to bring about,” she admitted. ‘It’s the hard 
way of doing things ... but it’s worth it in the long run .. it’s 
really the only way.” 

When asked to explain just how she is a humanist, she 
rested her chin on a blue denim knee and said; 

“| advocate mutuality, | dont believe in the bountiful lady 
with the basket on her arm giving to the poor. | think 
everyone has to be encouraged to give what he.has to give. 
Everyone has something to give. We have to recognize that. 
We have to demand that. We have to accept that. Although, 
what each has to give is different, it doesnt make your dif- 
ferent gift better than my different gift. It is a valid gift. It 
ig needed. So we have to d~ 1an@"that each gives what he 

“has to give and that we take it. | call that mutuality and in- 
terdependence. 

“| also.advocate Cooperation as opposed to competition. | 
feel that. in competition someone has to 
both after the same thing. If we are truly human everyone can 
be enhanced and enriched as a result of what we do.” 

Stovall appears to be a very intense person; a sensitive 
and strong woman, expresive and dramatic. During our con- 
versation. | often thought that she would have very little 
trouble convincing a board of directors of a certain policy or 
program to adopt. She reminded me of an actress or dancer 
whom | had met and wanted to meet again .. But, back to 
Columbus. 

What do we need in the All American City? 

“Well, we need some intellectual honesty to begin with. 
We should all give that, especially people who have been 
sanctioned and supported as leaders... they should be very 
conscious of that. responsibility. 
~ “Lthink we also need a real examination of what values are 

~ at play” We need 8 real examination of what kind of world we 
want and what it takes'to create this world. There has to be a 
re-examination of history to see if there's a model for the 
kind of world we want , 

“| haven't found that*model, and | think not having found 
one, | have also placed in a ditferent kind of perSpective the 
whole thing about heroes.

He was involved in 
essentially the humanist struggle .. because of alleged per- 
sonal practices, his value was somewhat negated and the 
content of his ideas were never really addressed.” 

Paul Robeson: :

“We want to provide the 
best. service possible,” said 
Merrill. “My department has 
made studies and conducted 
surveys throughout the past 
year in order to determine the 
Health needs in the com- 
munity, and the quality of 
care offered at Planned 
Parenhood Association of 
Columbus: We expect to 
become more of a com- 
prehensive fertility man- 


agement agency in the 
coming years. In order _to 
a Ce ae ee 


Pa. nod Association of 
Columbus has. reduced its 
clinic sites and expanded the 
service program .offered at 
the four remaining clinics. By 
establishing full time clinic 
facilities, the agency will be 
able to use staff for service 
and eliminate non-productive 
travel time between 
locations.” 


According to Merrill, Plan-_. 
ned Parenthood of Columbus. 
has been providing con- ° 


traceptive information and 
service to eouples who want 
to limit their family size or 


space their children since 
1932. 

“During the past forty 
years,” added Merrill, “our 


program has grown con- 
siderably, both in the number 
of patients served annually 
and in the number of non- 
contraceptive services made 
available. For example, 
screening ‘for cancer, 
gonorrhea and pelvic disor- 
ders are now routinely of- 
fered to our patients.” 

The agency hopes that 
funding will be made avail- 
able soon so that additional 
screening to detect possible 
hormonal changes that might 
have occurred as a result of 
using oral contraceptives can 
be performed. Hopefully, 
sickle cell anemia screening 


will also be included in the

CHICAGO — The largest 
gathering of black labor of- 
figials and rank-and-file mem- 
bers in history has set the 
Stage for formation of a per- 
manent national organization 
to focus attention on the 
needs of black workers:

formation phoned to The CALL & 
POST, it was arranged by Linda Parris 
of McGovem-Shriver headquarters. 

UPI was also partially correct in 
quoting me as saying the five-minute 
interview was a “‘big deal.” Left out was 
the fact that | said | realized 
McGovern's young staff felt that setting 
up an exclusive interview for a Black 
newsman with a presidential candidate 
was a “big deal.” 


As previously stated, the story was - 


essentially correot. The points to be 
Clarified are these: The story was based 
on a discussion between Leonard and 
myself concerning McGovern's ap- 
pearance in Columbus just one day 
before Vice President Agnew was to 
address the Republican State Con- 
vention. The discussion, on my part, 
was not intended for publication. 

Secondly, and this is the main 
point of Clarification, on the basis of 
phone calls, letters and personal com- 
ments, a lot of readers interpreted the 
Story as meaning that | snubbed 
McGovern because he is a Democrat.

B Black k vote put out by the National Ur- 
ban League, it was pointed out that: 
“Although the black vote is in- 
creasingly being felt at all levels of 
government, minority group members 
are still sharply under-represented in 
important elective positions. Only 2,264 
(or 0.4 percent) of the 522,000 U.S. elec- 
ted officials are black.” 

This very low percentage obtains 
because, 1) we ‘have not thought 
enough of voting to register and vote. 
In many elections, Negro candidates 
lose because their own people fail to 
go to the polls and vote for them; 2) 
where we are registered, somehow’ on 
election day, we contrive to be too busy 
or just to indifferent to vote. 

Therefore, in the area where we do 
have real Black Power, we do not use it. 

In most communities where there is 
an appreciable Black vote potential, 
there has been a marked ‘increase in 
white registration and voting. This 
tends to offset the growth of potential 
Black Power. We have not paid-enough 
attention to this offsetting factor. 

In. a rather disjointed way, there 
have been efforts to register Black 
voters. Registration drives have been 
conducted with just one objective, get- 
ting people registered.

FILMS EXPLOIT BLACKS 


Hollywood is back at its old game 
of creating vicious stereotypes of black 
people for popular consumption. The 
image of black people is degraded and 
exploited for. .a.fast..buck,..and these 
days those big profits are supplied by 
black movie goers. , 

In part the large black audiences 
for movies with and about black people 
is a reflection of the years in which we 
were starved for blacks in movies. 
Another reason for the drawing power 
of these films is the success with which 
they depict the fantasies of the ordinary 
manin the street, much"as the James 
Bond films satisfied the fantasies of 
their audiences. 

The. Bond comparison is apt. for 
many ofthe new -black . exploitation 
films are just warmed. over James Bond 


in blackface, featuring lots of sex and- 


viojence- and having very little to do 
with the’ reatities: of fife. 
Back in the 1930s blacks -- on 


are the masses of black men and 
women who have yet to’ find their lives, 
their hopes and their aspirations come 
to lifevon the screen. And:to the extent 
that-the vile image of black people ped- 

- died in these films is accepted by the 
public at large, racial progress will be 
that much harder to achieve. 

It is ironic that at this moment, 
when black artists, writers and actors 
are flourishing in a cultural renaissance 
not seen since the 1920s, Hollywood 
should come along and pollute neigh- 
borhood movies houses with racist 
junk. Rather than create real’ equal op- 
portunity in employment in the film in- 
dustry, it seems much easier to turn 
blacks loose on bad movies aimed at

childlike, irresponsible creatures shuf- 
fling along in-a trance of harmless 
Stupidity. Hollywood never saw fit to 


portray black people with honor and. 


dignity and its stereotypes both reflec- 
ted and spread the racism of the period. 

Today's films portray a different 
black stereotype, no le&$s objectionable. 
When the black hero of -one.of these 
films is not tossing ardund in bed with a 
variety of women, he’s pushing dope, 
killing people, beating people up, or 
otherwise engaged in senseless 
violence. 

If the America of the 1930s saw 
blacks as simpletons, then the America 
of the 1970 apparently sees blacks as 
vicious, dangerous and violent people. 
For black people who flock to these 
movies, such an image may fulfill the 
longings of their powerless situation. 
For the white people who are often the 
producers and writers and profitmakers 
on these films, it apparently fulfillstheir 
v.facist, image. of black people as 
threatening and violent. 

But no matter whose fantasy-life is 
fulfilled on the screen, the main losers

One of the things he advocates 
and warms us of is, ‘We cannot respect 
conventions of a society which has 
ostracized us. We cannot emulate an 
establishment which looks out for its 
own interest.” i 


| know that his statement may seem 
vague to you because | have taken it 
out of the full context of his letter,.What 
he is saying to us is that black people 
must no longer accept the white value 
system which ultimately ends in op- 
pression and implies that the ultimate 
consequence of emulation of white 
society can be incarceration and 
genocide for all black people. 


Another brother from: the Marion 
Correctional Institute said, ‘| was in the 
Ohio Penitentiary for three years and 
have been here at Marion Correctional 

institute for seven months .and_ there 
was nothing even vaguely resembling a 
black cultural program in the OP. There 
was a very short course in ‘nigger 
history’ using elementary level books. 
Both the courses and the books were 
racist and distorted, depicting the good 
white folks and the good ‘niggers,’ with 
a sprinkling of rebels here and there. 
Here at Marion, which is at least 50 per- 
cent black, there is nothing even 
vaguely resembling a black program. | 
am inquiring as:to what channel it is 
necessary to go through to get a 
program going here for blacks. . .” 


The brother went on to say, “I have 
contacted about 30° brothers and they 
have shown. interest in having a 
program here; although | realize that 
this is not a large number of blacks, | 
am quite sure many more would be in: 
terested if there was such.a program

rip-off of blacks and feed the fires of 
racism. 

There are some signs that the tide 
will soon turn. Many black movie-goers 
are fed up and are Speaking out against 
the kind of film being shoveled out of 
the studios. Release of a recent film in 
which the hero is a dope pusher may 
haye been.the.final humiliation that led 
to protests. Black people are getting 
disgusted with the consistent portrayal 
of black men as hustlers and criminals, 
and with the portrayal of black women 
as prostitutes and neurotics. 

In the last two years, there have 
been over 50 films released aimed at 
black audiences and at least two-thirds 
of. them insult and degrade the very 
people who are expected to part with 
their hard-earned dollars to see them. 
As the Hollywood ‘hustler push more 
and more of these films into movie 
houses they're going to find that their 


audiences, sated with junk, melt away-* 


Then, today's fast profits will turn into 
losses. These filmmakers ought to wake 
up to the fact that black people are 
tired of getting “Shaft’-ed. 


here.” . 

This same brother continued to 
say, ‘| don't need to emphasize the ab- 
solute need for more black programs in 
prisons; and | mean black and not 


‘nigger’ programs; | am sure that you 


know the difference.” 
Another brother from Marion 
Correctional Institute sent me an essay 


entitled, “Social Rebellion.” In his 
writing, he made a strong appeal to 
young people. 


This is what he had to say: ‘l know 
what it is to be walked on. | Know what 
it means to-be.-a.i inca dminigting. 
know what it meanS‘to be lied ‘to, 
especially by your parents. | Know what 

it means to be deprived. So you are not 
talking to a total stranger. There are 
many men out here that understand the 
lot of the younger generation but are 
the convicts that you have been taught 
to look down upon as being something 
of disgrace; and once a criminal, 
always one.” 

Then the brother explains; “Think 
for yourself, do what you think is right; 
don't listen to compromise; act ac- 
cording to what your conscience dic- 
tates; make your own decisions; create 
your own opportunities. . you have got 
to run this nation tomorrow and_ the 
knowledge and wisdom that you 


acquire now will depend on how this 


nation will function when you take your 
seat in the political arena.” 

Another. brother wrote a beautiful 
poem in’ which he expressed the con- 
dition of brothers incarcerated 
throughout this country. | can only 
quote part of his poem which is near 
the end. This is what he had to Say: 


“Days seem like years, years seem like 


~ forever, 


Parole authorities are heartless, 
Penal reformists say... things'll get bet- 
ter. 

But. meantime, the struggle to survive, 
To exist, and to resist, goes 
on and on and on and on............. a 

|_ would like to relate a number of 
things. that the brothers are expressing 
in their letters and essays. But before | 
identify them in my column | always 
seek-their permission to use their 
names, | do this because | am afraid 
that a number of our brothers might 
face reprisals and recriminations if | at- 
tach their names to a number of their 
articles. Their letters and articles are 
powerful and perceptive. They are fier- 
cely attacking the entire penal in- 
stitution and the legal system. They 
literally and figuratevely ripped it apart 
with cries for freedom and liberation. 

If the authorities were to associate 
the writings with particular people in 
the prisons, i'm sure that there would 
be a great many recriminations. But the 
struggle goes on and the letters con- 
tinue to flow into my office and many 
others. They cannot stop. the truth, 
because we will print the truth. 
Because the truth will-set us free.

Perhaps you will not print this letter 
that | am writing to the black people of 
Columbus, but after listening to several 
accounts of the killing concerning the 
black police officer, | feel that it is 
necessary that | express my honest 
opinion. 

| am a prisoner at the Ohio Peniten- 
tiary and have been since July, 1969, 
and during that three year period there 
have been various injustices perpetrat- 
ed against blacks by the Columbus 
Police Dept. Each time the black 
population will, appeal for an_ in- 
vestigation, etc., only to have the in- 
vestigation closed after the Police Dept. 
is satisfied. 

This has gotten to the stage where 


» every time the Police Dept. commits an 


injustice upon a black citizen, they, the 
blacks, will always ask the Police Dept. 
to investigate themselves,. and the 
summation of the investigation is 
always the same. : 

If 1, or any other man in prison across 
the U.S.. would be allowed to investi- 
gate and preside over our own trial, do 
you think we would find our selves 
guilty? | wouldn't. so why should the 
Columbus Police Dpt. find themselves 
at fault? — especially since they are 
their own judges and juries. 

So | will say to the black people of 
this “All American City”:

The Tenants’ Union, in a 
proposal that could affect 
tens: of thousands of Colum- 
bus tenants, has asked the 
Columbus Apartment 
Association.to agree to work 
out with representatives of 
the Tenants’ Union leases 
that would be fair to both 
landlord and tenant. 

Noting that members of the 
Columbus Apartment 
Association have publicly 
stated that unclear and unfair 
leases. are the sources of 
tenant-landlord disputes Fred 
Gittes, Tenants’ Union direc- 
tor, in a letter to Bob Ransom 
president, Columbus Apart- 
ment Ass'n. suggested that 
such an effort would demon- 
Strate the sincerity of the 
association's statements. 

Gittes said that such a 
bargained lease might cover

Gittes also stated that a
